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COGIC TO SOON HAVE FIRST OFFICIAL 
HISTORY BOOK 


The Publishing House of the 
Church of God in Christ has 
already set in motion plans to 
produce the first official church 
history book of one of the 
largest black Pentecostal 
movements of this century. For 
years people have been thirsty 
for their COGIC roots. Many 
attempts have been made to 
piece together a biography of 
Bishop Mason. But never before 
has the national church 
sponsored the kind of research 
project necessary to produce the 
kind of history book that would 
provide the kind of coverage a 
church of this magnitude needs. 
The history book is expected to 
include accurate information 
dating from the very early 
1900’s and possibly before. It 
will resolve a lot of controversy 
as to what the real history of the 
church is. The history book will 
further include parts of the life 
of Bishop Mason as_ it 
contributed to the growth and 
development of this movement. 


The history book is only one of 
the many outstanding 
innovations of the Publishing 
Board. Only a few years ago 
they established the first Church 
of God in Christ bookstore in 
the history of the church. They 
have expanded their publishing 
house to accommodate the 
printing needs of most of the 
three million members of the 
Church of God in Christ. It takes 
care of the printing needs of the 
Sunday School Department, 
Young People’s Willing Worker, 
Prayer and Bible Band, and 
Home and Foreign Missions. It 
also publishes each month The 
Whole Truth paper which is the 
official organ of the Church of 
God in Christ. It also handles 
most of the major souvenir 
publications of the constituent 


conventions of the church. 


Much of the recent sucegss of 
the Publishing House is due to 
the untiring efforts of Supt. Roy 
L. H. Winbush. Supt. Winbush is 
a native of Louisiana. He 
completed his undergraduate 
work at Southern University 
which is one of the largest and 
most progressive’ black 
universities in the south. He 
achieve his Bachelor of Arts 
degree majoring in Sociology 
and Education. Of special 
significance is the fact that he 
met his wife there, who also was 
specializing in Education. He 
afterward earned his Masters of

The 26th Annual Convocation 
of the Church of God in Christ, 
convened at Memphis, Tenn. 
Nov. 25th through Dec. 15th, 
1933. The meeting began as 
usual with the first three days 
given to fasting and prayer. The 
three days fast were spent 
mostly in prayer to God. Great 
results were obtained in the 
spirit from the long tarry before 
God and it seemed that the 
ministers of God, God were 
anointed of the Holy Ghost as 
never before to preach the 
gospel. 


The saints of God greeted one 
another in love and _ were 
especially glad for our Senior 
Bishop C. H. Mason and Elder 
Saint Samuel. Elder Samuel had 
been afflicted through sickness 
but the Lord raised him up, for 
his time had not as yet come.

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In serving his fellow man, the 
believer experiences “the 
educative character of suffering, 
it becomes for him a source of 
infinite blessing, the highest 
manifestation of divine love.7 


Josiah Royce in his essay, “The 
Oneness of God with the 
Sufferer,” presents us with the 
thesis that through our suffering, 
God also suffers. Royce says, 
“The answer to Job is: God is 
not in ultimate essence another 
being than yourself. He is the 
Absolute Being. You truly are 
one with God, part of His life. 
He is the very soul of your soul. 
And so, here is the first truth: 
When you suffer, your sufferings 
are God’s sufferings--not His 
external work, not His external 
penalty, not the fruit of His 
neglect, but identically His own 
personal woe. In you God 


‘Himself suffers, precisely as you 


do, and has all your concern in 
overcoming this grief.”’8 


Born-again believers can accept 
what Royce says in spirit. The 
very commadments God 
presented to mankind through 
Moses are the proof of the 
righteousness of God. The laws 
which He gave us to live by must 
be considered His expectations 
for the saintly life, but also they 
must be considered His own 
ideals and governing of Himself. 


WHY DO THE SAINTS OF GOD SUFFER TODAY?

We only obtain righteousness 
and justification through the 
Spirit of God, which takes over 
our total being when we are 
saved. We no longer live unto 
ourselves, but live because God 
quickens our mortal bodies; and 
it is no longer we who live, but 
Christ who lives in us. When we 
suffer, we do so because Christ 
also suffered. We are in the 
world, but not of the world. “I 
am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life I 
now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave Himself for 
me” GALATIANS II: 20. 


Suffering is an important part of 
the Christian life. The story of 
Job is an outstanding example of 
one of the mysteries of the Holy 
Bible. It is a story of human 
integrity and _ righteous 
steadfastness, even through 
difficult testing. It is important 
for born-again believers to 
understand this revelation of 
God’s purpose; and like Job, the 
believer should be able to say, 
“Though He slay me, yet will I 
trust in Him” JOB XXIII:15.

Paul fought ignorance of God in 
his missionary journeys as 
recorded in Acts 17:23.

alienated from God, ignorant to 
true reality, blind to love and is 
totally lost. Paul was aware of 
this and wished to show the 
wise, and the common both the 
true way to salvation. 


Paul fought the customs of the 
early Christian period that made 
it impossible for many to stay 
saved. These customs were both 
brought into the faith by Jews 
and Greeks alike. In the Church 
at Corinth, Paul encountered the 
problems of food, worship, 
companionship, circumcision 
and many underminding 
activities. Many of these 
conflicts were centered around 
the desires of the self-righteous 
folks. This is similar to todays 
situation where, many people 
are sending the youth to Hell for 
claiming black heritage shown 
by the wearing of the afro hair 
style.

By this we mean that he should 
be freed from the names 
imposed upon him by his former 
slave masters. Names which 
identified him as being the slave 
master’s slave. We believe that if 
we are freed indeed, we should 
go in our own people’s names — 
the black peoples of the earth. 


8. WE BELIEVE in justice for 
all, whether in God or not; we 
believe as others that we are due 
equal justice as human beings. 
We believe in equality — as a 
nation — of equals. We do not 
believe that we are equal with 
our slave masters in the status of 
“freed slaves.”

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THE ROLE OF HERMENEUTICS IN EVANGELISM 


This article is not written 
primarily for theologians and 
philosophers, but for those 
Christians who, as myself, are 
engaged in daily evangelism, 
witnessing or pastoral work. This 
article seeks to share some 
insights with those readers who 
feel incapable of interpreting the 
Bible because of a very limited 
theological or seminary 
education. Furthermore, it is in 
the interest of encouraging 
PALtLe patron vin the 
hermeneutical process by all 
Christians, and a_ better 
understanding of its role in 
evangelism, that this article is 
written. 


Within the Christian community 
(the church) there is a great 
amount of emphasis being 
placed upon evangelism and even 
more upon personal evangelism. 
This is, in essence, an expression 
of a much needed desire to 
mobilize the total church for 
evangelism. In becoming an 
effective witness of the Christian 
confession, one has to be able to 
“rightly divide the word of 
truth. 


The English word hermeneutics 
comes from the Greek word 
“ermeneia” which refers to the 
interpretation of what has been 
spoken more or less obscurely 
by others; while “‘ermeneutes” 
refers to the actual interpreter. 
In the context of this article, 
hermeneutics refers to the 
interpretation or explanation of 
the Bible so that its message can 
have relevance and meaning to 
those whom we _ seek to 
evangelize or gain to the faith.

There has been much discussion 
in recent days as to whom 
should be permitted to interpret 
the Bible.

To those who are 
victimized by those 
circumstances, the 
hermeneutical process is a 
liberating force or process. For it 
(the hermeneutical process) 
allows each person who is a 
Christian to bring the Christian 
message of Jesus out of his or 
her own experience. It allows 
each evangelist to interpret the 
Christian Gospel in the light of 


people’ own spheres of 
experiences. 
The contextual situation of 


which each convert comes is 
rather unique and different and 
the task of the evangelist is to 
interpret or explain a 
first-century mentality. No one 
is solely in position to sit 
remotely and detached from the 
situation and dictate to the 
evangelist or interpretator who is 
in the situation as to how he 
should interpret or that he 
cannot be his own interpreter. 


Any religious confession or 
church that fails to recognize the 
hermeneutical rights of the 
masses will soon realize a decline 
in personal evangelism. We can 
no longer say that you are not 
qualified to interpret the Bible 
because you do not have a

seminary or college education. 
This sentence is by no means an 
attempt to negate the dire 
necessity for educational 
preparation; for one can only 
attest to that he knows or has 
experienced, and is therefore, 
limited in the light of an 
educational preparation. 


Biblical history reveals that God 
meets each person in his own 
contextual situation. It also 
reveals that each encounter is 
relativized to one’s experience 
and world view. To those who 
are farmers, He meets them at 
the plow and becomes the 
spiritual plow that “breaks up 
the fallow ground” and gets it 
ready for the planting and 
growth of the word of God. To 
those who are carpenters, He is 
the “hammer that breaks the 
rocks into pieces;” of the human 
heart, and prepares it and its 
tributaries for service in the 
Lord’s vineyard.

9. WE BELIEVE that the offer 
of integration is hypocritical and 
is made by those who are trying 
to deceive the black peoples into 
believing that their 400-year-old 
open enemies of freedom, justice 
and equality are, all of a sudden, 
their “friends.” Furthermore, we 
believe that such deception is 
intended to prevent black people 
from realizing that the time in 
history has arrived for the 
separation from the whites of 
this nation. 


If the White people are truthful 
about their professed friendship 
toward the so-called Negro, they 
can prove it by dividing up 
America with their slaves. 


We do not believe that America 


will ever be able to furnish 
enough jobs for her own millions 
of unemployed, in addition to 
jobs for the 20,000,000 black 
people as well. 


10. WE BELIEVE that we who 
declared ourselves to be 
righteous Muslims, should not 
participate in wars which take 
the lives of humans. We do not 
believe this nation should force 
us to take part in such wars, for 
we have nothing to gain from it 
unless America agrees to give us 
the necessary territory wherein 
we may have something to fight 
for.

CHRISTIAN VIEW OF 
THE MUSLIM RELIGION 


The origin of the muslim or the 
Muhammad’s_ Religious ideas 
started with man (Muhammad.)

CRISIS COUNSELING 


IN MARRIAGE 
In the nationwide study 
reported in Americans Views 


Their Mental Health, 59 percent 
of the persons who had sought 
counseling did so because of a 
marriage or family problem. This 
included 46 percent who had 
gone for help with marriage 
problems, 8 percent for 
problems with children, and 5 
percent for other troubled 
family relationships. Think of 
the implications of this 
fact--nearly six out of every ten 
persons seeking help are 
motivated by the pain of family 
conflicts! 


A “good marriage” (or a “good 
family”): A marriage (or family) 
in which all those involved have 
maximum opportunity, through 
mutual need-satisfaction, to 
grow toward the fulfillment of 
their God-intended potentialities 
as persons, 


A. “happy marriage” is one in 
which there is a relatively high 
degree of mutual need 
satisfaction. Conversely, an 
“unhappy marriage” has a high 
degree of mutual need 
frustration. If a relationship 
produces unmet 
emotional it will 


chronic, 
hungers, 


diminish the self-esteem of those 
involved, resulting in rejection, 
anger, and aggression. 


Because of severe, chronic early 
life need deprivation, many 
people bring neurotic needs (as 
contrasted with “normal” needs) 
to their marriages. 


On a conscious level the person 
desires one thing; on a 
non-conscious level he wants just 
the opposite! This inner 
contradiction makes 
interpersonal conflict inevitable. 
The person is always frustrated 
because he can’t “eat his cake 
and= “have “it too a fhe 
counselor’s awareness of 
self-contradictory need patterns 
will help him understand many 
chronic marital battles. 


Carl was raised by a cold, 
nongiving mother who could not 
feed her children’s personality 
hungers. As a result Carl, now in 
his late twenties, has an 
insatiable need for reassurance, 
warmth, and emotional feeding. 
Normal amounts of affection 
from his wife, Patricia, would 
seem to him to be a 
starvation-level emotional diet. 
Unfornatunately she finds it 
difficult to give Carl even 
moderate amounts of emotional 
food. In spite of a warm
